1. Claims 1-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the response filed 
2/2/2003, applicant argued that the Zhong et al reference fails to teach or suggest the two layers 
instantly claimed. Upon consideration of the arguments and reconsideration of the teachings of 
the reference, the examiner has dropped the rejections of record. In addition, new claims 22-42 
are also allowable. The new independent claims require the same layers that are required by the 
previously presented and now allowable independent claims.
